Elba Livestock and Poultry Show Is Finest 


Held In Any County, 
Cash Prizes Paid

Anyone who was not de- 
lightfully surprised at the 
splendid show held at Elba 


Saturday would croak a dirge 
if Heaven’s. doors were swung 
wide open to receive them. 
The writer has had a part in 
getting up ten livestock and 
agricultural shows since 1912, 
and the one at Elba last Satur- 
day eclipsed any yet.

. The poultry exhibit number- 
ing over a dozen breeds of 
chickens extended the length 
of a whole city block anda 
number of the exhibit coops 
were double decked. The peo 
ple of Elba certainly co-opera- 
ted in making the poultry ex- 
hibits 100 per cent plus, both 
in quality and individuality of 
the chickens entered and also 
in artistic arrangement. 

The Boys’ Pig Club.and the 
adult hog exhibit came next in 
spectacular merit. Numbers 
of boys came 25 miles with 
their pige to enter them in one 
grand big exhibition of Coffee 
County's best hog display. It 
was truly a red tetter day in 
the history of Elba and Coffee 
County, because every section 
of the county was represented 
by exhibits and spectators. 
The feeling of warm, cordial 
fellowship was thick in the air 
and an atmosphere of pride 
for the county existed as we 
have never seen it before on 
any occasion.
